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“The Ottawa Spotlight”

Ottawa, May 18th.— The farmers of 
Canada will find considerable food | 
for thought in a recent bulletin pre-| 
pared by the Dominion Bureau of Sta- 
tistics. It shows to what extent the 
Canadian farmer is dependent at the 
present time upon the export market. 

The information is especially timeiy 
because an attempt has been made in 
ar- 


some quarters in recent years to 
gue that the home market has now be- 
come such a large factor in Canadian 
agricultural development that a policy 
of high protection and restricted in- 
ports is now as beneficial to the far- 
mer as to the secondary manufacturer 

Ever since the formulation of — the 
‘National Policy’, the farmers of Can- 
ada, along with the fishermen, lumb- 
ermen, miners and others engaged in 
primary productfon, have argued that 
while a policy of restriction in im- 
ports might build up urban settle- 
ments in parts of Canada, the growth 
was largely at the expense of the 
primary producer, whose chance of 
sellin gabroad fell rapidly as Canada 
ceased to buy abroad. 
A Vitat Market 

The bulletin of the Dominion Bur- 
eau shows how Vital the foreign mark- 
et still is for the Canadian farmer, es- 
pecially those engaged in the produc- 


tion of wheat, cheese, apples, wool. 
milk products and hogs. 
Thus, only 25 per cent of all the 


yheat produced in Canada normally 
is consumed at home. A market must 
be found abroad for the other 75 per 
cent. Loss of foreign markets would 
be quite fatal to the wheat producer. 

Fifty-five per cent of all the cheese 
produced in Canada finds a market 
elsewhere, only 45 per cent being con- 
sumed at home. Loss of external mar- 
kets would thus be ruinous to the 
cheese areas of Canada. 

Over 53 per cent of the apples pro- 
duced in Canada find a market in oth- 
er countries, the home market taking 
care of the remainder, Here again 
Canada’s policies in regard to extern- 
al trade are absolutely vital. The 
wrong kind of fiscal policy could al- 
most cut the apple industry in half. 

Over 43 per cent of the wool, 27 
per cent of concentrated milk pro- 
ducts, and 20.7 per cent of maple pro- 
ducts find their market in other coun- 
tries, Over 16 per cent of the hogs or 
hog products are normally sold abroad 
(The figures are based on 19385 pro 
duection), 

Taking all Canadian agriculture, the 
home market absorbs 78.4 per cent of 
‘the production, while 21.6 per cent 
must be sold in other countries. 

The argument is sometimes advan- 
ced that when nearly four-fifths of all 
production is consumed at home, the 
home market is so much more import- 
ant than the export that in framing 
fiscal policies at Ottawa the home 
market should be given primary con- 
sideration, 

There are two answers to this, One 
is that the home market is not the | 
static unelusive thing some people | 
think, but rises and falls with general | 
business. | 
Sets The Domestic Price | 

The other is that it is the ability of | 
the farmer to dispose of the surplus 
22 per cent of whatever it is— of his 
production at a favorable price W hich 
sets the domestic or internal price. 

It sometimes happens that as much 
as 97 or 98 per cent of a product 
such as live cattle—is consumed at 
home, yet the ability of the stockman 
to find a ready market abroad for the 
other two or three per cent influences 
the price at home to a remarkable ex- 
tent, When markets in other countries 
are bidding for the product, the price 
is usually satisfactory at home. When 
all external markets are closed, and 4 
glut occurs, the domestic price slides 
down out of all proportion to the smali 
additional surplus seeking a market. 

The fact therefore, that Canadian 
agriculture finds in Canada a market 
only for 78.4 per cent of its production 
and must exchange the remaining 21.6 
for the products of other countries, in- 
dicates how close to the welfare of 
the industry a sane policy in regard 
to external trade must be. It gives 
point to the insurgent group in the 
government party which is clamoring 
for still more advanced views about 
exchange of goods, 

It appears that at the imperial Con- 
ference the promotion of world peace 
by removal of unnecessary obstruc- 
tions to the flow of commodities 1s re 
ceiving a good deal of attention.
